The Approaching ttacalnff 


HiBt I* flam to ra. 


On the first of next month the elot* 


season expire*, and tha oraok of the 
shotgun and rifle will be heard resonud- 
ing over the meadows and mountains 
in pursuit of winged gam*. For the 
benefit of the many sportsmen of Waahoe 
county and vicinity, the provisions of 
the game law are given here condensed 
•s applying to this county: 


1. It is unlawful at any time to kill 


or injure, or pursue with such intent, 
any sparrow, blue-bird, bluejay, mar- 
tin, thrash, mocking-bird, swallow, 
redbreast, cat-bird, wren or humming- 
bird, or to disturb the nest or eggs of 
said birds. [Nest-hunting boys should 
be on the lookout.] 


2. Between the first of next month 


and April next the sportsmen may tackle 
any partridge, pheasant, woodcock, 
quail, or any wild goose, wood-duck, 
teal, mallard or other duck, sandhill 
crant, brant, swan, plover, 
curlew, 


snipe, grouse, robin, meadow lark, yel- 
low hammer or bittern, provided they 
can find them. 


3. Between the first of September and 


next March, sharp-tailed grouse, so- 
called prairie chicken, may be killed, 
aud converted into scientific stews. 


From the first of August last up to 


the first of next December, deer, ante- 
ope, elk, mountain sheep or goats may 
>e killed and feasted on after a hunting 
tour. 


5. Skunks, snakes, coyotes and bed- 


bugs may ba killed at any period of the 
ear. 
6. A man or two for breakfast will 


not be objected to, provided the Sheriff 
n a hangman's capacity uan be eluded. 


7. The fine on conviction of any one 


tilling prohibited game outside of these 
named seasons is from twenty-five to 
wo hundred dollars, or imprisonment 
or a term not nceeding six months, 
nlf to go (the fine, riot the imprison- 


ment) to the prosecuting witness.

THE MEADOW FLOODS, 


A Plan to Avert Thm. 


The people of the Meadows are pre- 


paring to support heartily the improve- 
ment in the Trnckee channel at the nar- 
rows, which Mrs. Blaisdell is wlyooat- 
ing. 
While high water in the river is of 


no danger scarcely in the vicinity of 
Beno, it causes tbe lower meadows to 
be extensively flooded, very often to tbe 
great injury of the ranchers. 
Tbe 


cans* of it is easily understood. Before 
tbe river reaches a point a mile and a 
half east of Vista, in the narrows, it has 


depth of ten to flfteea feet, bat no 


fall. Th en comes a shallow str«tch of a 
mile, interspersed with numerous rap- 
ids or riffles, tbe fall on this portion be- 
ing nearly eight feet to thu mile. Tben 
conies deep water again. Besides, tbe 
bed of the Trookee throughout tke mile 
of falls U very narrow. 
It can readily 


be seen how this narrow and shallow 
stretch acts as a dam; and whenever a 
rush of water comes from above it 
backs np as far as Glendale, flooding 
tbe lower meadows. It is proposed ot 
widen the bed at this point and take 
out the obstructions so as to make it 
our feet deeper. 
This would give 


quite a fall to the river and enable tbe 
rater to flow off far wore rapidly and 
:n much greater volume. The fall from 
Qlendale to Vista is very slight, as can 
be seen at any time by looking at the 
sluggish brooklets and streams flowing 
eastward. 
Only lost spring Kleppe's

P. water was fou/ feet high in the bar-
